A Bible-Printing Monastery

OR thirty-five years the Belgian 

Gospel Mission has been sowing 

down Belgium with Scripture, and 
one of its leaders, Dr. Vansteenberghe, 
believes the results are appearing. He 
sends me a thirty-one page pamphlet 
entitled Panorama Biblique, a guide 
prepared by a Belgian monk, Paul Pas- 
selecq, for a Biblical Exposition which 
the Fathers of the Maredsous Monastery 
are exhibiting in Belgium. This guide- 
book, is remarkable for various things. 
In the first place, it has the sanction of

the Belgian higher clergy, “Non Obstat.” 
(There is nothing to oppose its pub- 
lication.) Then, although this year is 
specifically set apart for the worship of 
Mary, no picture of Mary is exhibited, 
nor is a word mentioning her to be 
found in the text, 

Thirdly, the Bible is exalted to the 
sole place of authority, and nothing is 
said of “tradition.” It is treated with 
utmost affection and respect. This re- 
spect is extended to others who love 
the Bible, yet who are not enrolled in 
the Church of Rome. Of this last there 
are various instances. Page 30 is de- 
voted to “The Diffusion of the Bible,” 
and Section 23 reads: 

“The Reformed Church since its origin 
in the Sixteenth Century, but especially 
in the last 150 years, has given impetus 
to an incredible spread of Scripture 
throughout the world. The British Bible 
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Society has been the leader among Bible 
Societies. Born in 1804 of the convic- 
tions of a group of London businessmen, 
who believed that the Bible should be 
placed within reach of everyone no mat- 
ter of what tongue—it has translated 
and published the Bible in 818 lan- 
guages and in 150 years has distributed 
595 million copies, whole or in portion, 
of the Holy Scriptures. 

“And there is in the Protestant world 
a Universal Biblical’ Alliance, organ of 
the co-operation of 23 Bible Societies 
of as many nations. 

“In the Catholic Church, the Bible 
has long been waiting. In our time, 
however, it is having a marvelous renas- 
cence. New translations are emerging. 
Editions follow editions. The reading 
of it is extending in all milieux. A Bib- 
lical Society has been formed in Canada 
by Father Henri Roi. His work is fruit- 
ful ‘and tireless. The League of the 
Gospel im France pursues the same ends, 
Catholic Bible work in Stuttgart repre- 
sents the same impulses in Germany. 
The Bible is being read as never before. 

“Holy Scripture, being the message 
of God to men, ought to saturate the 
life of Christians entirely, both in their 
personal piety and in their community 
life. 

“God in it speaks to all men at every 
time. Heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but His Word shall not pass away.” 

Then comes a remarkable thing. A 
list of Bible translators is printed which 
leads off with those of the Reformation, 
thes French Protestants, Lefevre d’- 
Etaples, Robert Oliveton, Ostervald, 
Louis Segond. Follow Tyndale and 
Coverdale and “the famous translation 
of Martin Luther.” Only then are men- 
tioned the Catholic versions, that of 
Canon Crampon in 1904, “justly cele- 
brated both in Catholic and Protestant 
circles,” and continuing with their own. 

“Maredsous Bible, first appearing in 
1950, already revised five times, and up 
to the present sold to the number of 
123,000 copies.” 

These Maredsous monks call “Jesus 
Christ the center of the Bible.” “With- 
out Christ the Bible will remain an 
enigma. 

“Jesus is the historic center of the 
Bible, towards which converge all the 
events which have preceded it, 

“Jesus is the real center of the Bible 
beeause He is the Saviour, promised, 
awaited, received, adored. 

“Jesus is the center of Biblical reve- 
lation. Before Him Scripture transmit- 
ted to men only partial truths. Jesus 
is total truth, since He reveals God in 
His own person, since He is the Word of 
God, eternal and expressed in human 
form.” 

The Abbaye de Maredsous (Belgium) 
has a branch agency for Bible circula- 
tion in Paris, 23 rue Visconti. In adver- 


tising material it says, “The Holy Bible 
is the sacred book of two great religions, 
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Israel and Christianity (in its triple 
form) Catholic, Protestant, Orthodox. Be 
ignorant of it no longer!” 

Then follow lists of editions—study 
edition, pocket edition, inexpensive 
editions for propaganda circulation; also 
portions, extracts, New Testaments in 
various formats. “A Biblical Guide” in 
90 pages for Bible readers by the same 
Father Passelecq is advertised. Also 
“The Christian Values of the Old Testa- 
ment,” by Father Duesberg and his “The 
Christian Reading for the Sick.” And 
again “Christian Reading of the Bible,” 
by Father Charlier. And again a selec- 
tion of Gustave Doré’s Biblical draw- 
ings in book form. 

Let us hope that this Biblical move- 
ment may escape the jealous suspicions 
of the Vatican. 





The last report of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society gives a brief note 
on Bible interest in Austria which may 
be appropriately added to the preceding: 

“The labors of Dr. Pius Parsche, a 
Roman Catholic monk who has been 
encouraging Bible reading and distribu- 
tion for years, have wrought an amazing 
change in the attitude of Roman Cath- 
olics, so much so that one of our col- 
porteurs was recently invited to a Cath- 
olic Bible Study group and was perfectly 
free to take part, and even sold Bibles 
and New Testaments to those present.” 








Notes on Open Letters 


Limitations on Satan's Power 


Having been a reader of THE SuNDAY 
ScHoot Trmes for many, many years, 
I am taking the liberty of asking 
whether you would give us your in- 
terpretation of the Scriptures on Satan 
as “the accuser of the brethren.” Does 
he still have access to Heaven as the 
accuser of the saints, as presented in 
the Book of Job, or was Satan, at the 
time of Christ’s resurrection and as- 
cension cast out of Heaven and denied 
any further access to Heaven to so 
accuse the saints? 

And, if I am not asking too much, 
would you also please explain what 
is meant by God hardening Pharaoh’s 
heart and Pharaoh hardening his own 
heart? If the first is true, then could 
Pharaoh have done otherwise than 
harden his own heart?—A Bible class 
teacher, 


The first phrase in question is found 
in Revelation 12:10: “And I heard a 
loud voice saying in heaven, Néw is 
come Salvation, and strength, and the 
kingdom of our God, and the power of 
his Christ: for the accuser of our breth- 
ren is cast down, which accused them 
before God day and night.” 

There does not seem to be any clear, 
Scriptural. answer to the question 
whether Satan still has access to Heaven 
as the accuser of the brethren; but, 
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since John saw in vision things that 
were to come to pass, it would s@éem that 
even during this Church age Satan has 
some access to Heaven as “the accuser 
of our brethren,” but there is nothing 
in Scripture to show that he may enter 
it at any time he wishes to. 
has always been limited, and it is even 
more limited since the resurrection of 
Christ than before. The Jamieson, Faus- 
set & Brown commentary has this to 
Say on verse 10: “Now that Satan is 
cast out of Heaven. Primarily at Jesus’ 
resurrection and ascension: Jesus’ rise 
is Satan’s fall. Matthew 28:18, ‘All 
power [exousia, “authority,” as here] 
is given unto me in’ heaven and in 
earth:’ connected with verse 5, ‘her child 
was caught up unto God and to His 
throne.’ In the ulterior sense, just be- 
fore Christ’s coming, when Israel shall 
be restored as mother-church of Chris- 
tendom, Satan, who resisted her restora- 
tion on the ground of her’unworthiness, 
is cast out by Michael (note, v. 7). This 
is preliminary to the glorious event sim- 
ilarly expressed (chap. 11:15), ‘The king- 
dom of this world is become (the very 
word here [egeneto], “is come”) our 
Lord’s and His Christ’s.’” There is 
some authority for believing that Satan 
is still accusing the brethren, as he did 
in the case of Job and the priest, Joshua, 
Zechariah 3:1-5. 

As to the hardening of Pharaoh's 
heart, the following verses mention it: 
Exodus 4:21; 7:3, 13, 14, 22; 8:15, 19, 32; 
9:7, 12. Four of these texts say that God 
hardened Pharaoh's heart; two say that 
Pharaoh hardened his own heart; and 
four merely say that his heart was hard- 
ened. (They come in this order: 4:21; 
7:3; 7:13; 9:12. 8:15; 8:32. 7:14; 7:22; 
8:19; 9:7.) A great deal of our difficulty 
in understanding Scripture passages that 
deal with the sovereignty of God comes 
from secret unbelief or rebellion in our 
hearts, and an unwillingness to accept 
the plain words of Scripture. When an 
inquirer in a class, or in personal con- 
versation raises a questién about such 
a matter as the hardening of Pharaoh’s 
heart, it is sometimes well to ask him, 
tactfully, just what his difficulty is and 
why he asks the question. Sometimes a 
little probing will show that he is, pér- 
haps unconsciously, criticizing God for 
His dealings with men. He may be bold 
enough to say that he thinks God is 
unjust. If he admits this, it is well to 
ask him where he got his ideas of jus- 
tice, and whether he thinks he is any 
more just and rightéous than God? This 
may seem rather harsh and cruel, but 
it may help to reveal to a man how far 
the unbelief and rebellion in his own 
heart will go. The point is that we 
would have no ideas of justice and right- 
eousness if God had not revealed them 
to us; and He Himself and His Word are 
the standards by which we must judge 
everything. If a Christian knew that

ARRICADE Number Six: Why are 
there no transitional forms of life? 
The frantic search for the “miss- 
ing link” is the most ridiculous of hu- 
man comedies. Evolutionists know that 
their: theories are utterly untenable un- 
less they can account for the yawning 
gulfs which I have mentioned. The 
missing link—that is, a transitional form 
showing modified and gradually chang- 
ing characteristics—is the only hope. 
Yet no such form has ever been found. 
At various times, quite often in fact, 
there have been loudly hailed discov- 
eries and newspapers have announced 
them in six-inch scareheads, “MISSING 
LINK FOUND AT LAST.” But when 
responsible men of science have ex- 
amined the data the result has always 
been the same. They have admitted 
that the discoveries were either frauds, 
hoaxes, or mistaken identity. So today 
the missing link is still very much miss- 
ing. Not a trace has ever been found 
of this most popular candidate for the 
hall of fame. ° 


An Exploded Bubble 


The most famous of these discoveries 
was undoubtedly pithecanthropus erec- 
tus. In 1891 Dr. Eugene Dubois discov- 
ered some fragmentary remains on the 
banks of the Bengawan River in. Java. 
There were five teeth, a short piece of 
a thigh bone, and a small section of a 
skullcap no larger than a silver dollar. 
Actually, all of the remains were not 
found in the same place. The thigh 
bone was some thirty feet from the sec- 
tion of skullcap, and the teeth still far- 
ther removed. His report of the find 
created a great fervor in the scientific 
world and of course the general public 
felt the reverberations. I was a small 
boy at the time, but I remember well 
the great headlines in our papers, and 
I listened with great interest as my dad 
and uncle read the accounts of the dis- 
covery of the “missing link.” I remem- 
ber also the pictures which the artists 
of the day concocted. They created a 
hairy creature, half man and half mon- 
key, and my older sister explained to 
me that this creature was my great- 
great-great-grandpa. I didn’t like the 
idea very much then, and time has not 
changed my feelings. As I remember 
it the result was that I chased my sister 
out of the house with a red-hot poker. 


Dr. Dubois was very secretive with | 


his find. He kept the relics under lock 
_ and key for some six months before he 

would allow any of the savants to see 
them. When at last he permitted a lab- 


oratory examination, the bubble ex- 
ploded. Even as biased a reporter as 
the Englishman, H. G. Wells, admits that

the remains were those of an ape, or 
more probably of two apes, and that they 
had no human characteristics whatso- 
ever. The same thing has been true of 
other specimens which have been an- 
nounced with loud fanfare as missing 
links, such as the “Dawn Man,” “The 
Sussex Man,” “The Piltdown Man,” and 
“The Heidelberg Man.” When these 
were brought before the cold and im- 
partial light of honest scientific investi- 
gation not one of them could make the 
grade. 

But I have been speaking of THE 
missing link. Let me remind you that 
if there be any basis of fact in the evo- 
lutionary hypothesis it is not THE miss- 
ing. link for which we are seeking. 
There should be millions and billions 
and tens of billions of missing links, and 
they should not be missing. There 
Should be transitional forms in vast 
numbers between all of, the * various 
species in both the animal and vegetable 
kingdoms. And we should not have to 
search for them. We should be stum- 
bling over them every time we venture 
out into the open. They should be run- 
ning around in our countryside as 
familiar to us as the cottontail rabbit. 
Yet not the slightest trace of a single 
one has ever been found that even the 
evolutionist would accept. Surely here 
is your Lost Brigade! And until at least 
a trace of this vast and numberless throng 
is located I, at least, will have to take my 
evolutionary ration with large doses of 
salt, 

Barricade Number Seven: Why is not 
the evolutionary process apparent in life 
forms today? 

Evolutionists have suggested two dif- 
ferent answers to this question, neither 
of which is satisfying. First, they say 
simply that something has stopped the 
process. I presume that having reached 
the supreme altitude of human intelli- 
gence, evolution had actually destroyed 


itself as there ‘just wasn’t anywhere left, 


for it to go. Rather like a car running 
into a brick house, I suppose. Person- 
ally, I do not have that high an opinion

of human?’ intelligence. J} cannot con- 
ceive of it as the final utopia. But evolf- 
tion did stop, if it ever started in the 
first place. There is little question as 
to that. Well, what stopped it? Who 
adjourned the court? For this question 
there is no answer. 

The second answer to this barricade 
is even less satisfactory than the first 
one. They tell us that the interval cov- 
ered by the records of man’s research 
is so brief, and the rate of evolutionary 
change is so slow that there has not been 
a sufficient period of time for a measur- 
able change to take place. That answer 
not only is not satisfactory, it is just 
plain silly. I am very free to admit 
that man’s tenure on this earth has been 
brief, and that the period of his research 
into the mystery of life has been even 
briefer, but if we accept the evolution- 
ists’ own figures we are not limited to 
the history of research or even to the 
written records of man. 

For example, they tell us that Homo 
Sapiens (that’s us, by the way, if you will 
pardon my hoosier grammar)—they tell 
us that he has roamed this old vale of 
tears for some 50,000 years, and that, 
except for a top hat, a tuxedo, and a 
college degree he was exactly the same 
man 50,000 years ago that he is today. 
Yet they tell us that he was evolved 
from some common anthropoid ancestor 
with the gorillas, the chimpanzees, and 
the orangutans. These magnificent 
stretches of time do not bother me. I: 
do not know how long this old world 
has existed; neither does any scientist, 
so we both start from scratch on that 
point. Genesis is a dateless account; it 
gives us ample room for all of the multi- 
plied millions of ages that any scientist 
cares to hide behind. That is not the 
point. My question is this: Why is there 
not the shadow of evolutionary change 
traceable in my 50,000-year-old grand- 
papa? . 

Why No Measurable Change? 


Physics teaches me to measure the 
millionth part of an inch, the millionth 
part of a volt of electrical energy, the 
millionth part of a candle power of light, 
and to weigh the dot made by a lead 
pencil or a fleck of dandruff. Do you 
mean to say then that it would be im- 
possible for me to measure a 50,000 year 
evolutionary process? 

But that is only the beginning of the 
story. If there has been no measurable 
change during this past 50,000 year pe- 
riod, it follows necessarily that there 
could beno measurable change within any 
50,000 year period. Thus our conclusion 
logically is that grandpa was identically 
the samé 100,000 years ago as he is to- 


*. 
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day. And, unless evolutionists could 
adduce evidence to prove that this proc- 
ess of development was a differentiating, 
changeable, and controlled force, we can 
carry this proposition on and on from 
100,000 years to 200,000 years, to 400,000 
years, etc., by geometric progression to 
infinity. The conclusion? *There has 
Been no change. 

I have said that this answer to the 
question is silly. I would like to amend 
that statement. The answer is asinine. 
Any farmer can tell you that changes 
caused by crossbreeding, line breeding, 
or inbreeding are apparent even to a 
layman the very first generation. The 
same.thing is true in changes caused by 
a change of habitat, although not quite 
so quickly. Bring a native of the tropi- 
cal jungles of Africa to our temperate 
climate and see what happens. The first 
winter he will hug the furnace «and 
freeze stiff. The second winter he gets 
along with a heavy overcoat. The third 
winter you will find him out in the open, 
his shirt sleeves rolled up, working like 
a horse, and singing a spiritual. Re- 
verse the process. Ask any missionary 
who has gone to the tropics. For a 
couple or three years they suffer con- 
tinually with the heat. At the end of 
their first term they come home on fur- 
lough and freeze, 

The fact is that animal life adapts 
itself very rapidly to any sort of changed 
conditions. If we accept the facts that 
any stock breeder can give us and which 
any country schoolboy knows, we can 
say with perfect assurance that, if any 
gorilla was ever evolved into a man, 
that change took place within five to 
ten generations at the most, and not 
fifty or a hundred thousand years. 

Barricade Number Eight: Why do em- 
bryos not propagate? 

It is not possible to produce apple 
seed from apple seed. Caterpillars do 
not produce caterpillars; they produce 
butterflies. Yet any process of evolution 
would démand that such embryonic 
forms must propagate. If we grant that 
life as we have it today is the finished 
product of a long evolutionary process, 
then all the life forms which preceded 
the ones which live today must have 
been embryonic. Yet those embryonic 
forms still exist and continue to propa- 
gate! How is such a premise tenable? 
For example, most evolutionists teach 
that the primates (including man) were 
evolved from some common progenitor, 
perhaps the lemur. If that be true, then 
the lemur is an embryonic form. Yet 
it did propagate and still does. Further- 
more, if the lemur is but an embryonic 
form, why do not human mothers, an- 
thropoid mothers, and monkey mothers 
give birth to lemur babies? 

The defenders of the theory have rec- 
ognized this difficulty, and have tried to 
explain it by the peculiar changes which 
take place in the human foeti. Physi- 


ologists, however, have blown their craft 
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clear out of the water, and even the 
most ardent evolutionists have given up. 
There are vast and unbridged gulfs be- 
tween the embryos of vertebrates and 
invertebrates. The embryo of the mam- 
mal never resembles the worm, the fish, 
or the reptile. Embryology provides no 
support whatsoever for the evolutionary 
hypothesis. 


Barricade Number Nine: The qyestion 
of the sterility of hybrids. . 

A true hybrid is a cross between in- 
dividuals of two distinct species. Let 
us remember that changes in individ- 
uals can be produced by breeding within 
a species, but such changes do not 
change the species in any wise. They 
only develop new varieties within the 
species. The Clydesdale horse, for ex- 
ample, was developed in the valley of 
the Clyde River by crossing the native 
cob with Flemish stock, but the 
Clydesdale is still a horse. The species, 
itself, was not affected in ahy way. 

It is also possible to cross individuals 
of distinct species (some species, that is, 
not all of them). These crosses produce 
true hybrids, and these hybrids are al- 
ways sterile. The mule, the hinny, the 
turk-hen, and cattalo are examples of 
such hybrids, Without fertility of such 
hybrids it would be absolutely impos- 
sible to change an existing species or to 
produce a new one.' Someone has aptly 
remarked that the Missouri mule stands 
stubbornly blocking the evolutionary 
trail. 

In this connection we might also call 
your attention to the fact that there are 
no natural hybrids. Members of differ- 
ent species—even the most similar—sim- 
ply do not cross naturally. Wild horses 
and wild asses ran side by side in our 
great Southwest ranges for years, yet 
there never has been a report of a wild 
mule. The horse and the ass are closely 
related, being of the same genus, yet 
left to themselves they evidently kept 
to themselves. Men have forced crosses 
between some of the large cats, the lion 
and the tiger, for example, yet these 
beasts roam the same jungles and never 
mate. Perhaps it would be too much 
to make a blanket stafement on this 
point, but there can be no question as 
to. the natural trend. In any case we 
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can accept the general statement that 
individuals of different species do not 
cross naturally, and it would be difficult 
to understand how any process of evolu- 
tion could work unless they did cross, 


Barricade Number Ten: There is the 
question of reversion to type. 

As I mentioned above it is possible 
to improve varieties, within a species, 
and even to change and develop new 
varieties by carefully controlled breed- 
ing. Most thoroughbred stock has been 
so developed. However, in such breed- 
ing programs individuals must be care- 
fully selected and their progeny must 
be carefully culled to maintain the 
chariges that have been developed, and 
in no case is there any change in the 
species lines. 

The new varieties so developed, how- 
ever, are not constant or permanent. 
Left to themselves they have a tendency 
to return to their original markings and 
characteristics. For example, I men- 
tioned the Clydesdale horse, which is 
a cross between the cob and Flemish 
breeds. If you were to take a repre- 
sentative number of these horses with 
perfect markings, pen them together and 
leave them to their own devices their 
markings would soon disappear. In 
three to ten generations you would have 
individuals, with the original cob and 
Flemish markings. This is called rever- 
sion to type, and is a well recognized 
biological fact. 

Yet this fact is diametrically opposed 
to the theories of evolution. If evolu- 
tion were true those Clydesdale horses 
ought not only to maintain their dis- 
tinctive characteristics but 
should improve them. In fact, if evo- 
lution were true you could pen a dozen 
cobs and a dozen Flemish together, and 
in three to ten generations! have a 
herd of very valuable and purely 
marked Clydesdale individuals.

The Bible and Psychological Shock 


Are the tragic and violent incidents recorded in the Scriptures harmful reading for children? 


HERE is a widespread fear abroad 

that many of the stories in the Bible 
are likely to cause psychological shock 
to children. Some of these incidents 
are tragic and violent, and it is thought 
that, by the process of reader identifi- 
cation, effects of this will be transferred 
to the developing personalities of chil- 
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dren, perhaps setting the stage for future 
neurosis or delinquency. 

At first sight, such a fear as this ap- 
pears to be quite plausible, but, in plain’ 
fact; neither psychological practice nor 
common experience substantiates it at 
all. The writer of this article has been 
working in the field of clinical psychol- 
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ogy for fourteen years without coming 
across a single case of mental disturb- 
ance in either a child or adult attrib- 
utable to psychological shock from read- 
ing or hearing the Bible. 

What then is the cause of this false 
supposition? It is a good instance of 
what is known as “armchair psychology,” 
in which a person guesses gt what the 
facts will probably be without troubling 
to go to the facts themselves. Some 
time ago, quite a stir was caused at a 
conference of psychologists by a paper 
from a young graduate on the damage 
done to young minds by the story of the 
Crucifixion. It was all carefully worked 
out and seemed founded on sound prin- 
ciples. At the close, an outstanding and 
veteran European psychologist who was 
present was asked if his experience sub- 
stantiated the paper. He answered that 
he had never experienced any such 
eases of shock. On close questioning, 
the reader of the paper admitted he 
hadn’t either, but was merely deducing 
what must happen. 

The fallacy behind such theorizing is 
the assumption that the child personal- 
ity is delicate to the point of frailty. 
This was also at the basis of the so- 
called “self-expression” vogue, now hap- 
pily almost extinct, in which it was 
taught that you must not discipline or 
control the child in any way, lest’ his 
emerging personality be thwarted. 

It is now well known that things can 
be made too easy for the child. Cyril 
Burt, who had a generation of experi- 
ence with young delinquents in London, 
attributed too lax discipline as being the 
main factor and too strict discipline 
almost negligible. The absence of ade- 
quate controls gives the child a sense 
if insecurity that is emotionally disturb- 
ing. 

Actually the mind of the child is far 
tougher than is sometimes realized, Just 
think of the bewildering new experi- 
ences that are constantly crowding on 
his developing personality. Why, if 
most adults had to face all that, they 
would be raving maniacs in no time! 
Yet serious mental disturbance in chil- 
dren is comparatively rare. 

Of course, the roots of neurosis in 
adults can often be traged back to child- 
hood, giving evidence that shock does 
occur. But most of the experiences of 
childhood, even when they are unpleas- 
ant, serve to toughen up the personality 
for the problems of adult living, rather 
than to weaken it. Trouble comes not 
so much from the experiences of child- 
hood as from the attitudes to these ex- 
periences. Even when shock does occur, 
it seldom affects the adult experience in 
any noticeable way, unless faulty adjust- 
Ment occurs at that later stage. 

This means that it is possible to overdo 
the protecting of the personality of the 
child, thereby weakening it. Except in 
exceptional circumstances, the growing 
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child is well equipped to handle the 
experiences he is likely to come across, 
Normally, a child is not troubled by 
his becoming aware of death, misfor- 
tune, physical disability, accident, and 
the like, unless the adult presenting 
them projects his own personal horror 
regarding them. At school and in every- 
day life, the content of human experi- 
ence that is being revealed to him is 
necessarily tinged with the unpleasant. 
Otherwise his childhood is no training 
for living. The average healthy child 
takes it all in his stride. ' 
The Bible is a book about living 


people, and therefore samples their lives. 


in all phases. Often the language and 
outlook of long ago are different from 
ours, and therefore discretion has to be 
used, but there is little in the Bible that 
cannot be presented to a child if the 
right emphasis is used. 

The story of Eli and Samuel is a good 
illustration of this, as it has come up for 
considerable criticism. It is argued that 
Samuel having to leave his mother and 
go to the Temple is a harrowing experi- 
ence that the modern child would re- 
live in the telling of it. But the point 
of the story is that God has singled him 
out for this high honor, so that he might 
become the leader of the whole nation. 
Emphasize this and the focus is then on 
the right spot, and the story will be 
a delight to any child. 

The strong stand of the Bible on ques- 
tions of morals gives offense to some. 
Instead of speaking of maladjustment, 
it flatly speaks of sin. In place of blam- 
ing upbringing and unfortunate circum- 
stances, it places the blame squarely on 
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the individual. . It even contains some 
“thou shalt not’s.” This kind of, thing 
is supposed to.cause negativism and a 
frustrated personality. 

The answer is that the personality of 
a child is like the energy of a spirited 
horse, disastrous if uncontrolled, but 
useful if harnessed to the purposes of 
the rider. This is frustrating to the 
horse at first, but, in the end, enables 
the animal to use his power wisely. 

It is good to let a child know. with 
unshakable conviction that there are 
moral laws ordained by God that can 
only be broken at personal peril and 
that, if respected, will lead to a whole- 
some and satisfying life. In the long 
run, that doesn’t harm the personality. 
It puts steel into it. 

The Bible characters with all their 
faults and virtues, their fortunes and 
misfortunes, are a powerful testimony 
that life must be undergirded with the 
awareness of a spiritual basis to living. 
This, in turn, gives the reader a sense 
that there is purpose in living. Without 
this, life has little meaning. Too many 
people are neurotic and frustrated in 
adult life because in childhood their eyes 
were never lifted to the distant goal. 

The American nation was born and 
bred on the Bible. The Book is more 
widely read here than in any country 
of the world. Instead of being a weak- 
ening force, it has been one of the secrets 
of the strength of the greatest nation 
that the world has ever known. The 
Bread of Life that fed our forefathers 
cannot harm the sturdy young Americans 
of this generation.

“We Are Bible Propelled!” . 


How one family uses the Bible as a steadying force and driving power for daily living 


“ E ARE Bible propelled!” smiled 

a grateful Christian mother, as 
she noticed an airplane speeding through 
the air high above her house. “Each 
day we try to increase our supply of 
this divine power for our lives for im- 
mediate and future use.” 

This consecrated family, through their 
own efforts, has given each member 
of the group a steadying force and driv- 
ing power for the day’s experiences. As 
they have made the Bible come to life 
for them, they have made the , Bible 
live in their lives with definite benefits 
for others.’ 

The equipment or supplies for their 
plan include only a Bible and a per- 
sonal notebook for each individual, who 
can read and write. ~The Bibles are 
selected on the basis of being easy to 
read, the tiny-type kind being avoided. 
The increased interest 4n .and use of 
the Bible have shown the wisdom of also 
having a Bible handy in every room of 
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the house. These are not for mere deco- 
ration or to make a public impression 
upon visitors in the home, although their 
silent presence helps to determine the 
atmosphere of that room or house. They 
are kept in a handy place, so, when 
someone has a minute or two to spare 
or wants to refer ito the Bible quickly, 
a copy is ready for immediate use. All 
these Bibles in this Christian home 
show that they have been used. The 
lives of the members of the family also 
show that they. make use of the help- 
ful contents of their Bibles. 

“We have tried to keep the plans for 
using our Bibles and notebooks as sim- 
ple as possible,” the mother explained. 
“In this way we can more easily adapt 
our efforts to our time and individual 
interests.” Me 

The main purpose is to present the 
Bible verses as dependable and helpful 
guideposts with directions for the way 
and how to go in daily life. They try 
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to be a Bible-loving and not just a 
Bible-knowing family. 

Personal Bibles are ‘usually kept in 
the bedrooms, where they can be seen 
and read the first thing each morning 
and the last thing each evening before 
retiring. If a member of the family is 
facing some special situation, whether 
unfavorable or favorable, the mother will 
slip into the room, open that person’s 
Bible to a helpful verse, and place a 
bookmark so attention will be directed 
to those words. Either upon awaking 
in the morning‘or returning to the room 
later in the day, the individual sees 
the important verse. 

Each meal is opened by a good reader 
of the family reading a verse or two 
from the Bible. This is repeated more 
slowly a second time at the same meal, 
followed by defining or explaining any 
word or group of words, so that each 
member of the family may grasp the 
full meaning in their own daily lan- 
guage. 

“We have a starting topic of conversa- 
tion for the meal,” smiled the mother, 
“and usually it provides a key for the 
entire mealtime.” 

After discussing the various meanings 
and applications for the thought of this 
verse, the members of the family circle 
around the table, while eating, suggest 
how this guiding thought can be applied 
to their own immediate situations and 
opportunities. 

“Before the meal is finished,” the 
mother continued, “we decide or see how 
this particular verse might be very help- 
ful for some certain life situation. If 
so, we make an entry or entries in our 
personal notebooks.” 

In alphabetical order, they have listed 
general life situations, such as discour- 
agement, fear, happiness, enemies, love, 
hatred, honesty, pride, and the like. 
When the verse at hand is found help- 
ful to one or more of these, a notation 
of it is made on the page for that theme. 
However, the verse is not copied in the 
notebook. The interested person is re- 
ferred to the Bible to read the verse. 
There is no substitute for God’s Word. 

Usually one meal does not exhaust a 
verse. If such is the case, the verse is 
read or repeated for the next and suc- 
ceeding meals until: the family is sure 
they are saturated with it. Part of this 
consideration includes thought on the 
experiences of others, such as friends, 
community events, national develop- 
ments, and world situations, in the light 
of the verse under consideration. 

Frequently the meaning, if not the 
wording, of the verse is memorized so 
it will appear spontaneously in the per- 
son’s thoughts, when experiencing a 
situation to which it applies. However, 


when it is entered in the notebooks, 
the members of the family can go to 
these to find this and other helpful 
verses for some personal situation or 
problem. 
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“These are our own verses!” beamed 
the grateful mother. “And they mean 
more to us than if we had used a Bible 
concordance or some topical. dictionary. 
We have thoroughly digested every verse 
in our notebooks.” 

The Psalms and the other devotional 
books of the Old Testament, along with 
the teachings of Christ and other pas- 
sages of the New Testament books, are 
top favorites with this Bible-propelled 
family. 

“We want the Bible to help us to live 
better as a'home group and as individ- 
uals!” the mother concluded. “We are 
well pleased with the results from our 
efforts.” 

They have found that their increased 
living knowledge of the Bible has helped 
them to avoid or anticipate perplexing 
Situations. Since they know how to 
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pull right out of a feeling of discourage- 
ment, the use of this helpful Bible 
knowledge often helps to prevent a de- 
pressed feeling from coming in the first 
place. God’s Word propels them on a 
higher and stronger level of personal 
Christian living. 

Best of all, the people in this home 
and growing out from this family group 
have a firmly tested grip on the Bible 
and a practical faith in God to take with 
them wherever they may go. The Bible 
has really become a light for their path 
—their thinking and acting—a light they 
are putting to continual use. Every other 
family or individual can see, without 
having to be told, the Spirit of Christ 
is living in or finding expression in their 
daily lives, for they truly are a Bible- 
propelled group.

Scripture Memorizing Day by Day 


A simple system that has proved effective 


N THE temptation in the wilderness, 

Christ conquered the infernal Adver- 
sary by using the “sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God.” Three times, 
when the wily tempter came to Him, 
our Lord replied, “It is written.” This 
means that Christ Jesus thoroughly 
knew the Scriptures. And how often 
when He was assailed by the Devil’s 
representatives, the scribes and Phari- 
sees, did He put them to confusion by 
quoting from the Sacred Writings. 

Here is seen a mighty principle of 
victory for us when we are attacked by 
our spiritual enemies... Here also may 
we find inspiration to commit to mem- 
ory, systematically and _ persistently, 
passages from the Bible. 

An endeavor along this line that I 
have pursued is proving so delightful 
and rewarding that I would share the 
experience with fellow Christians. It 
may be that some of them will come to 
know the same pleasure and profit. 

I have always believed in the immense 
importance of learning Scripture by 
heart. The psalmist confessed, “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart that I 
might not sin against thee” (Psa. 119:11), 
But there was a time when my memo- 
rizing had been done in a somewhat 
hit-or-miss fashion. I determined to 
follow a more excellent way. I followed 
a system, in contrast to former Scripture 
memorizing in which the verses learned 
were not assembled with each other for 
convenient reference later. Each verse 
I learned for the day I wrote down in 
a small memorandum book, of such a 
size that it could be slipped in the inner 
pocket of a man’s coat, or in a lady’s 
purse. The Scripture was written just 
below the date when it was memorized. 
Following it was written the name of 
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the Book where it was found, with chap- 
ter and verse, 

I carried my book with me when away 
from home. Many a minute was de- 
lightfully and gainfully employed, when 
waiting for a train or bus or for an 
appointment, by reviewing the passages 
already learned. In fact, review is an 
important part of this system. The prin- 
ciple is suggested in Hebrews 2:1, 
“Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things which we 
have heard, lest at any time we should 
let them slip.” 

And I found that one can be systematic 
in this reviewing. Each day I recalled 
the passage memorized the day previous. 
At the end of the week, I went over 
all the verses learned during the pre- 
ceding seven days. In similar fashion, 
looking backward at the close of the 
month, I went over those memorized 
on the preceding thirty or thirty-one 
days. 

Of course, verses that are unfamiliar 
to the memorizer are, the ones that really 
count in ‘this mnemonic campaign. I 
sought such in my daily Bible reading, 
I wrote down references to verses suit- 
able for learning by heart, and which 
I could not repeat word for word, on 
pages in the back part of my notebook. 
Then when I wanted a verse to memo- 
rize for a particular day, I needed only 
to turn to thése pages, look up one of 
the references, and write out the verse 
word for:word on a preceding page. This 
saved time in looking up passages for 
each day. Verses that have a particu- 
lar appeal, such as promises, warnings, 
or commands, give a zest to the selec- 
tion. 

I found that doing this memory work

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson’ 


HAT is grace? We like to re- 

W duce everything to definition, 

but there are some things that 
defy our attempts. The trouble is that 
a definition must tell the whole story, 
and no formula has been found for tell- 
ing in a sentence all that grace is. The 
popular phrase, “Grace is unmerited 
favor,” is useful in its own sphere, but 
it is not a definition. 

Grace, as found in the Bible, must be 
regarded in a threefold light. It is a 
disposition, a method, and a principle. 

As a disposition, it speaks of God's at- 
titude to the sinner. While sin draws 
the wrath of God, there is that in God 
whith moves out toward the sinner in 
desire to do him good. That is His grace, 
manifested in His “kindness toward us 
through Christ Jesus” (Eph, 2:7). 

This disposition determines. God's 
method of dealing with the sinner. To 
dealin justice apart from mercy would 
mean destruction to the sinner; to deal 
in mercy apart from justice would mean 
the end of righteousness and holiness 
and truth. But grace answered both 
justice and mercy. Grace provided a 
complete solution of the sin question in 
the sacrifice of Christ, so that Godin 
perfect justice is free to deal with men 
apart from any question of merit or 
demerit, and on the basis of His sov- 
ereign grace. In the sphere of - grace, 
Men cannot plead merit for salvation, 
hor can they resist salvation on the 
ground of demerit. “The grace of God 
hath appeared, bringing salvation to all 
men” (Titus 2:11, A.S.V.). 

This gracious disposition of God, given 
expression in His method of grace, intro-

duces a new principle of conduct—the 
principle of grace. Before this we were 
“under the law.” This was forbidden, 
that allowed, and the other demanded. 
We were under bondage, and smarting 
under the terror of the unkept Law. 
But it is all different “under grace.” 
Conduct springs from an inner operation 
of the Holy Spirit, inducing in us a de- 
light in the will of God and an abhor- 
rence of sin. True, there is discipline, 
but a discipline which deepens our in- 
ward delight in all that pleases God. 
That is why the God-wrought virtues 
are called “graces” (2 Cor. 8:6). 

Such is grace. We shall not realize its 
vastness and its grandeur until we stand 
before the Throne, perfected by grace, 
where we shall be “to the praise of the 
glory of his grace” forever. 


Verse by Verse 

1 John 4:10.—“. .. God .. . loved us, 
and sent his Son to be the propitiation 
for our sins.” The love originates with 
God, and is expressed in a work of sal- 
vation, namely, the bffering of Christ 
by which God’s wrath is turned away, 
and He is free in all righteousness to set 
His favor upon the sinner. 

Eph. 2:4.—“, .. God ... rich in mercy 

. loved us.” The mercy of God is 

drawn out by the wretchedness of our 
condition (“dead in sins”), and His love 
méves Him to action in regard to it. 

Verse 5.—“, . . dead in sins .. . quick- 
ened us together with Christ . . .” God 
answers our state of death by uniting 
us with Christ, and immediately we are 
made alive by that union. “Hath quick- 
ened us together with” is all one word 
in the Greek, and represents a completed 
act. 

Verse 6.—“. .. raised us up together... 
sit together in heavenly places ...” The 


raising up must correspond to Christ’s 
ascension, not His resurrection, which is 
in view in verse 5. As Christ “sat on the 
right hand of God” (Mark 16:19), so do 
we, as united to Christ, as being “in 
Christ Jesus.” This is “positional” truth, 

Verse 7.—*. . . he might shew the ex- 
ceeding riches of his grace in his kind- 
ness toward us through Christ Jesus.” 
Grace is here God’s disposition toward 
us, and kindness is its manifestation. 
This superkindness will be a matter of. 
display throughout eternity, “to the 
praise of the glory of his grace” (Eph. 
1:6). 

Verse 8.—“For by grace are ye saved 
through faith .. . the gift of God.” Here 
grace is the method of salvation—the 
sovereign goodwill of God, apart from 
human merit. Faith is the channel 
through which salvation becomes the 
personal possession of the sinner. This 
makes salvation wholly the product of 
God. In no respect does it proceed from 
man, but comes to man as a gift. 


Verse 9.—“Not of works, lest any man 
should boast.” An additional emphasis. 
Salvation by grace and salvation by 
works are mutually exclusive. No man 
will ever be able to boast that “he made 
the grade”! 

Titus 2:11.—“For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appeared to all 
men.” God’s goodwill to men, partly 
veiled in the days of the Law, is now 
fully manifested in the great redemptive 
act of Calvary, by which salvation was 
brought within reach of all. 


Verse 12.—“Teaching us .. . we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly .. .” 
Grace is not indulgent of sin, but is a 
teacher of righteousness. Teaching here 
means child-training, or discipline. 
Notice the negative and positive aspects 
of this teaching. 
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Verse 13.—“Looking for that blessed 
hope, and the glarious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
One of the great helps to holiness pro- 
vided by grace is the hope of the Lord’s 
return, when “we shall be like him; for 
we shall see him as he is” (1 John 3:2). 
The certainty of final attainment is a spur 
to present attainment. 

Verse 14—“Who gave himself ... 
redeem us... purify ... a peculiar 
people...” The Lord Jesus, who in verse 
13 is called “our great God and Saviour” 
(A.S.V., margin), is the very one who 
offered the redemptive sacrifice, not only 
to redeem us from our iniquity, but to 
have us for Himself, as His own people. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Grace is the love of God moving out 
in saving activity toward the sinner. I 
do not offer that as a definition, but as a 
starting point for a consideration of the 
grace of God as presented in our lesson 
portion. 

The sinner is in a state of alienation 
from God. He has brought himself un- 
der the wrath of God, and forfeited all 
right of approach to God. There is 
nothing he can do that would cancel out 
his guilt, void the sins ha has committed, 
turn back the wrath of God, and restore 
him to divine favor. So far as the sin- 
ner is concerned, the alienation is irre- 
trievable. Indeed the sinner has no dis- 
position for reconciliation, He is actually 
at enmity with God. 

But God’s love has not been destroyed 
by His wrath. The sinner’s failure to 
love Him, according to the command- 
ment, has not quenched God’s love for 
the sinner. God desires reconciliation. Al- 
though He is the offended party, He'pro- 
vides the basis of a coming together. 
The sacrifice of Christ was an offering 
of satisfaction, and effected the propitia- 
tion, on the ground of which the invita- 
tion is extended to the sinner, “Be ye 
reconciled to God” (1 John 4:10; 2 Cor. 
5:20). The grace of God makes peace. 

The sinner is not only in a condition 
of alienation, but also in a state of spir- 
itual death—“dead in sins.” He may be 
very much alive physically, intellectu- 


ally, socially, but He has no part in the - 


life of God. The Kingdom of God is 
nonexistent for him. He does not have 
the life that gives a man a part in that 
Kingdom. He can no more enter the 
Kingdom of God than a stone can change 
itself into a man. 

But God is “rich in. mercy” toward 
the sinner in his woeful condition, and 
moves out to him in saving activity. 
In His death and resurrection Christ has 
stood for man the sinner. When the 


sinner takes his rightful place with 
Christ in the death of His cross, that 
sinner is united with Jesus Christ in His 
resurrection, and is made alive unto 
God; he is made one with Christ in His 
exaltation, and becomes with Him an 
heir of God, a prince of the Kingdom

of God—enthroned with Him in the 
heavenlies. The grace of God makes 
men alive and sets them on high (Eph. 
2: 4-9). 

Grace is not satisfied with a reconcil- 
iation and an impartation of life. There 
must bé a manner of life in keeping with 
the high position. There must be trans- 
formation,of character. Grace does not 
save us in our sin, but from our sin. 
To this end there is a teaching work 
of grace. Grace teaches us to turn from 
all ungodliness and desires of this world, 
and to “live soberly, righteously, and 
godly.” Now this teaching may be se- 
vere at times. It is child-training, or 
discipline. Still, it is the teaching of 
grace. It is not forcing us to act against 
our wills. Whatever discipline is in- 
volved, it induces in us a wholesome 
abhorrence of “ungodliness and worldly 
lusts,” and a love for all that is godly. 
It is not the restraint of Law that deter- 
mines our behavior now, but the constraint 
of grace. So the grace of God trans- 
forms the sinner into the very likeness 
of Christ, whose appearing is the goal 
of all life’s discipline (Titus 2:11-14),

Topics for Development 

Not of Works, This negative®aspect 
is required to enforce one of the most 
important of all: Gospel truths. Many 
readily admit that salvation is “by 
grace”—so long as works are allowed 
to play a part. To them the grace of 


- God provides salvation through the 


death of Christ, but they feel that they 
must prove themselves worthy of that 
salvation! Thus they see two causes of 
Salvation, the grace of God and the 
works of man. But according to Scrip- 
ture these are not complementary or 
supplementary, but mutually exclusive. 
If salvation is by works, it is not by 
grace; if it is by grace, it is not by 
works. That is the New Testament posi- 
tion. See Ephesians 2:8, 9; Romans 4:4, 
5; Titus 3:4-7. 

This does not mean that works have 
no place in salvation. They do. But 
their place is effect, not cause. For this, 
see Ephesians 2:10: “For we are his 
workmanship, created in Christ Jesus 
unto good works, which God hath be- 
fore ordained that we should walk in 
them.” No one is more insistent on good 
works than the very apostle who so 
stoutly denies them the place of meri- 
torious cause. The absence of good 
works should make one question the 
reality of his profession, but good works 
cannot be offered as a plea for salvation, 

Nothing in my hands I bring, 
Simply to Thy cross I cling. 

Grace and Hope. One of the techniques 
of the pedagogy of grace is to keep hope 
alive in the child of God. Grace teaches 
us to “live . . . looking for that blessed 
hope” (Titus 2:12, 13). The appearing of 
the Lord Jesus means the consummation 
of our salvation, when “we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is” (1 
John 3:2). That is incentive for the pur- 
suit of holiness now. The music master 
encourages the young musician to ever 
new attainments by holding before him 
what he will be. That is how Porpora 
kept Caffarelli at the grind of training 
until he sent him forth “the first singer of 
Italy and the world.” Future attainment 
is the urge of present attainment. We 
want to move toward the goal, like 
Paul (Phil. 3:13, 14). 


Practical Applications 

He who regards grace as a license to 
sin is still in the bonds of iniquity, and 
has no knowledge of grace, " 

Grace is not a way out of keeping the 
Law, but a way into. keeping the Law, 
apart from the bondage, the threatenings, 
and the curse of the Law.

After the Lesson.—One of the great 
words of the Gospel is “grace.” It oc- 
curs several times in our lesson today, 
and it is important that we know its 
meaning and be able to grasp the great 
teaching of our lesson, “By grace are ye 
saved.” What, then, is grace? 

Years ago in England a workingman 
had trouble with his eyes and was ad- 
vised to see a London specialist. Taking 
twenty pounds along, all the money he 
had, the man consulted the specialist 
and was told a delicate operation would 
restore his vision, but without the oper- 
ation he would become blind. “I am not 
sure,” the specialist added, “you can pay 
the fee, and I never take less than 100 
guineas.” As this was over five times 
more money than he had, the patient 
said, “Then I must go blind and stay 
blind.” But the specialist then said, 
“You cannot come up to my terms and 
I cannot go down to yours, but there is 
another way open. I can perform the 
operation free of charge.” And he did. 
That was grace freely giving what 
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could not be bought. And when Paul 
writes, “By grace are ye saved,” he 
means God freely gives to believers a 
Salvation they could not buy. As sin- 
ners, we cannot meet God’s demand for 
unbroken obedience. All have come 
short of that. Turning over a new leaf 
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OD’S REAT 
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is not enough since today’s obedience 
can only meet today’s demands. It can- 
not balance yesterday’s disobedience. 
God cannot set aside His Law and come 
down to the low terms on which we 
would like to win His Heaven. But by 
giving His Son to pay the penalty of our 
sin God can rightly give what we cannot 
earn—full forgiveness of sin and eternal 
life. As the man’s sight was saved not 
by any payment he could make, but as 
an act of pure grace by the surgeon, so 
we.are saved not by works of righteous- 
ness we may do, but as an act of sheef 
grace on God’s part. “By grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God.”

NOT A “HOPE SO,” 
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The Busy Men’s Corner

“ .. not that we loved God, but that 
he loved us...” (1 John 4:10).—The 
meaning of each word in this amazing 
text is easily understood, with the pos- 
sible exception of that big word “pro- 
pitiation.” 

Without engaging in a technical and 
theological discussion of the term, it can 
be safely asserted that propitiation is 
the offering to God of a spotless sacrifice 
which meets every claim of His holiness 
and justice. 

Christ “is the propitiation for our sins: 
and not for our’s only, but also for the 
whole world” (1 John 2:2). Everything 
necessary has been provided. The pre- 
cious blood of Christ is available for 
the vilest. Hence the glad tidings to the 
world says, “Whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely” (Rev. 22: 
17). Our text does not deal with our 
love to God, but with His love to us. 

A man of wealth and social position 
was very ill. Naturally, his thoughts 
turned to eternity. He lamented the lit- 
tle love he found in his heart toward 
God.+ A lover of the Word said to him: 

“When I leave you I shall go to my

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home, and one of the first things I ex- 
pect to do is to call my baby. I expect 
to place her on my knee and look down 
into her sweet eyes, and listen to her 
charming prattle and, tired as I am, her 
presence will rest me, for I love that 
child with unutterable tenderness. But 
the fact is she loves me little. 

“If my heart were breaking, it would 
not disturb her sleep. If my body were 
wracked? with excruciating pain, it 
would not interrupt her play. If I were 
dead, in two or three days she would 
forget me. 

“Besides this, she has never brought 
me a penny, but has been a constant ex- 
pense to me ever since she was born. 
Yet, though I am not rich, there is not 
money enough in the world to purchase 
my baby. How is it? Does she love me 
or do I love her? Do I withhold my 
love until I know she loves me? Am I 
waiting for her to do something worthy 
of my love, before extending it tq her?” 

“Oh, I see it!” said the sick man, while 
the tears ran down his cheeks, “I see it 
clearly. It is not my love to God, but 
His love to me I should be thinking 
about just now. And I do love Him 
now, for it, as I never loved Him befare.” 

“... he loved us, even when we were 
dead in sins .. .” (Eph. 2:4, 5).—I like 
the way one preacher put it: “I do 
think; after all, that there is nothing so 
comforting as the consciousness that 
God did not blink at the fact that we 
were sinners—that He distinctly looked 
at that—and made provision for it. 
And. now, though I condemn myself, 
and though Go’s Law and the world 
condemn me, and I was altogether op- 
posed to God, yet the Lord Jesus can 
fold me to His bosom, and say, ‘Son, be 
of good cheer;: thy sins be forgiven 
thee.’ ” : 

Dr. Ironside once said: “I remember 
when I was a boy, going to a mission- 
ary meeting. A missionary was there 
from Africa, and was showing us a lot 
of curious things, and then he said, 
‘Now, boys, I want to tell you the kind 
of Gospel we preach to the people of 
Africa. How many good boys have we 
here?’ Some of us thought we were 
good, but our mothers were there, and 
so not one of us dared hold up his hand. 
‘Well,’ said he, ‘not one good boy here; 
then I have the same message for you 
that we have for the heathen; God loves 
naughty boys.’ ‘My,’ I thought, ‘he is 
getting all mixed up,’ for, you see, I 
had heard people say, ‘If you are good, 
God will love you.’ But that is not true. 
God is not waiting for you to be good 
so He can love you.” 

As has often been said, God does not 
love sins, but He loves sinners. “God 
gives proof of His love to us in Christ’s 
dying for us while we were still sin- 
ners” (Rom, 5:8, Weymouth). 

“That in the ages to come he might 
shew the exceeding riches of his grace 
..-’ (Eph. 2:7).—Death does not end 
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all. The dispensation or age in which 
we are living is not the last. There are 
“ages to come”! In them God is going 
to give—we say reverently—an inter- 
national display of “the transcendent 
wealth of His free grace.” 

Let there be no misunderstanding’ as 
to this. Our love to Christ is important; 
for there is an anathema pronounced 
against those who do not love Him (1 
Cor. 16:22). Once we profess love to 
Him, we are exhorted to “do good” (Gal. 
6:10); and to “maintain good works” 
(Titus 3:8), And our good works shall 
be abundantly rewarded (1 Cor, 3:8). 
But His love to us, and His work for us, 
are of the greatest importance, 

He has loved us, quickened us, saved 
us, raised us up together, and made us 
sit together in heavenly places in Christ 
Jesus, that He might give an exhibition 
of His grace and kindness—not our love 
and works. 


“For the grace of God ... hath ap- 
peared ... teaching us... .” (Titus 2: 
11, 12).—The grace of God that brought 
salvation to us teaches us what to deny 
—‘“ungodliness and worldly desires”; 
how to live—‘“soberly, righteously, and 
godly”; and what to look for—the real- 
ization of “that blessed hope” of His 
return. The realization of our blessed 
hope is nearer than ever. No date is 
given for it. Our Saviour would have 
us on the tiptoe of expectation. “Even 
so, come, Lord Jesus”! 

A father and his ten-year-old-daugh- 
ter entered the waters of the Atlantic 
at a New Jersey seashore resort. Some 
distance from shore they became sep- 
arated, and the father realized they were 
being carried out to sea by the tide. 
He called to his daughter: “Mary, I am 
going to shore for help. If you get 
tired, turn on your back; you can float 
all day on your back. I'll come back 
for you!” 

Before long, many searchers in boats 
were scurrying over the face of the 
water looking for one small girl. It was 
four hours before they found her, far 
from land. She was calmly floating on 
her back and not at all frightened. 
Cheers and tears of relief and joy greeted 
the rescuers as they came to land. The 
child took it calmly. She said, “He said 
he would come for me, and that I could 
float, all day, so I swam and floated be- 
cause I knew he would come.” May 
such confidence sustain us while we 
swim and float and wait for Him!

He was even honored by his father with 
a home-coming party. 

So the story was told not to condemn 
the young man, but to commend his wise 
action upon fully realizing his sin. Our 
Lord did not call him a prodigal. In- 
deed, the word “prodigal” does not occur 
in all the Bible. It appears in the un- 
inspired headings of some Bibles, but 
not in the text. 

The boy did not steal his father’s 
money; he asked him for it in a per- 
fectly filial way, and his father gave 
it to him without any protest, as far as 
the record goes. Of course he acted 
very foolishly in the way he spent it. 
Got with bad men and bad women and 
doubtless drank, gambled, and “went all 
the gaits.” He was young and unsophis- 
ticated and soon got into deep trouble; 
but he voluntarily came back and did 
the right and honorable thing. The 
trouble with most prodigals is that they 
are either too stupid or too proud to 
acknowledge they have done wrong; 
they are unwilling to turn about, confess 
their sin, and ask for pardon. 

The second lesson our Lord taught 
pointed to our Heavenly Father, His 
marvelous grace and readiness to for- 
give and restore. God's grace is the 
main subject of our lesson today. A lot 
of people do not understand God. They 
seem to think of Him as very remote 
—away up yonder in Heaven somewhere. 
The disciples were puzzled about God. 
They would hear Jesus speak of “the 
Father,” “my Father,” “your Father,” and 
“our Father,” and they wondered. 
Finally Philip blurted out, “Lord, shew 
us the Father, and it sufficeth us” (John 
14:8). And I imagine Jesus had a look 
of disappointment on His face as He 
replied something like this: “Why, 
Philip, is it possible you have been with 
Me this long time, walked with Me, 
talked with Me, ate with Me, slept with 
Me, visited with Me—and have not seen 
the Father? When you see Me in My 
compassion healing the sick, giving sight 
to the blind, speech to the dumb, and 
hearing to the deaf; when you see Me 
bringing the dead to life, with joy in 
the house of mourning, you see the 
Father—in action. And, oh, Philip, if 
you will stay close by, not long hence 
you will see Me being nailed to the 
cross by the cruel hands of My enemies, 
and in My agony you will hear Me say, 
‘Father, forgive them; for they know not 
what they do.” Then, Philip, you will 
be looking right into the wide open, 
loving heart of God the Father!” 


I remember when I was a _ boy 
I was afraid of God. I thought if 
I should meet Him in the road I would 
run to get out of His sight or get Him 
out of my sight, for I had learned of His 
holiness, His justice, and His stern 
judgments, and I knew that I was a sin- 
ner. But I didn’t feel that way about 
Jesus. I thought if should meet Jesus 
coming down the path, I would quicken 
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my steps toward Him, for I would see 
a smile of recognition on-His face and 
His hand extended to greet me. I would 
hear my own name upon His lips, and 
I would lose no time parking my hand 
in that friendly grasp. I was right about 
Jesus, but I was wrong about God. That 
is what makes me glad that Jesus told 
the story of the so-called prodigal son. 
It helps me to understand God, my own 
Heavenly Father. I think of Him now as 
walking beside me, always ready with 
His wisdom and His power to see me 
through with any problems, and so ready 
to forgive me when I’m sorry and tell 
Him so. Yes, there’s a wonderful in- 
timacy that has grown up since I un- 
derstand Him better—far more comfort- 
ing and strengthening than any earthly 
father could be, fine as they are! 

This also helps me understand the 
meaning of grace. It is favor.that I 
could never merit or deserve. Fellows, 
thank God every day for a Heavenly 
Father like that. The Psalmist knew Him. 
Listen to this: “For this God is our 
God for ever and ever: he will be our 
guide even unto death” (Psa, 48:14).

My Class of Girls

Gop MEeEts Our NEED 


YOUNG man once wrote a letter to 

his girl in which he said, “I’d do 
anything for you. I'd go through fire 
and water for your sake.” But he ended 
his letter with the words, “I'll come over 
tomorrow night if it doesn’t rain.” 


There’s a lot of cheap talk today about 
love, and too often sentiment or pas- 
sion is called loved. Sometimes what 
looks like love is just a matter of con- 
venience. Two girls I knew seemed in- 
separable, and I supposed their hearts 
were knit together like David and Jona- 
than’s were. I hardly ever Saw one with- 
out the other. Finally one moved away 
to another city. Her friend at once be- 
gan going with a different gir? just as 
continuously. Some weeks later when I 
asked her how her first friend was get- 
ting along. in the place to which she 
had moved, she answered, “I don't 
know. I've only heard from her once. 
I really should write.” I don’t know 
whether she ever wrote or not, but she 
never gave me any further information 
about her first friend. It was evident 
that she had lost interest in her when 
she couldn’t have her for a companion 
any longer. She didn’t have real love 
for that girl, she had just used her as a 
“pal” to go around with. 

Real love shows itself in concern for 
the one who is loved. You can measure 
the love you have for anyone by how 
much you are willing to inconvenience 
yourself for her sake. Do you care 
enough about her welfare and happiness 
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to do something you don’t like to do, 
if it will help her? 

Sometimes I have felt discouraged 
with the shallowness of love among 
worldly people. Then I stop and say 
our Golden Text, and what a lift it 
brings! “Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that he loved us, and 
sent his Son to be the propitiation for 
our sins” (1 John 4:10). I think you 
girls will learn this verse easily if you 
concentrdte on its meaning. Maybe it 
will give you as much joy as it has 
given me. Let us say the first half five 
times in unison, “Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that he loved 
us.” The last part gives the proof of 
His love. Let us say it five times algp. 
Now put the two parts together, add the 
reference, and let us say them in unison 
until each of you can say it by your- 
self. You have indeed learned it quickly! 

Now that we know 1 John 4:10 we'll 
have the flannelgraph of the Prodigal 
son. The father in this story is a type 
of God the Father, and you will see how 
deeply the father loved the son, even 
though the son was quite unworthy. 
— Thank you, girls. That was well done. 

Turn to Ephesians 2:1-3. This makes 
a good review of last Sunday’s lesson. 
We all needed to be born again, be- 
cause we are all sinners. Some un- 
saved people are much nicer than others, 
but all have inherited fallen natures, 
and so must receive new ones before 
they are fit for God’s holy presence. I 
had a Sunday school teacher who illus- 
trated it this way, perhaps because we 
live near the Canadian border: “You 
may be up on the beautiful slopes of 
Mt, Baker or down in the coal mine 
under the city of Bellingham, but you 
are still in the United States, unless 
you have crossed the line into Canada. 
So some unsaved people are nice and 
live on the mountain of morality while 
others are in the pit of sin, but none 
are fit for God’s holy presence until 
they have been born again.” 

Now read Ephesians 2:4-9. Here we 
get another glimpse of what is. indeed 
love—God's love. He saw us dead in 
sins, and because of the great love 
wherewith He loved us, He sent His Son 
to die for.us. God’s love was wonder- 
ful because ite was so undeserved by 
us. We did not love Him. We were 
not trying to serve Him, but He loved 
us anyway. That is what we mean when 
we talk of God’s grace. We mean the 
infinite love He has shown us, of which 
we are totally unworthy. 

God’s love did not stop with saving 
us from hell. No, He has also planned 
a glorious future for us. Even now He 
has united us to Christ, so that our posi- 
tion is already in Heaven, rather than 


on earth. And notice verse 7. God is 
going to shower us with kindness 
throughout the eternal ages. Think of 


that! 
Verses 8 and 9 of this chapter make 
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God’s plan of salvation crystal clear. 
In wondrous grace He did all that was 
necessary for us to be saved. All we 
have to do is to believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and His finished work. We 
could not possibly earn salvation, and 
God does not want us to try. He wants 
us to come to Christ, believing that He 
finished the work of redemption on the 
cross. When we get to Heaven we will 
joyfully sing, “Jesus paid it all,” and 
we will not add, “I helped a little.” God 
does not ask us to do any good works 
to earn salvation, for His grace has 
completed the work of redemption. 

But now, having been born again, and 
knowing a little of God’s amazing grace, 
our lives- should be changed. Turn to 
Titus 3:11-14 and see how we should 
act after we have been born again, (We 
should deny ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, live soberly, righteously, and godly. 
We should be looking for Christ’s ap- 
pearing and be zealous of good works.) 
Right. And if we find it hard to do 
these things, what we need is another 
glimpse of the wonderful grace of our 
God and of His Christ. If we feed daily 
on His Word and ask that the Holy 
Spirit may unfold the love of Christ to 
us, we will soon be able to echo what a 
devoted servant of the Lord once said, 
“Nothing is too precious for my Lord 
Jesus.” 

Our lesson next week is on “New Life 
in Christ.” Has it made any difference 
to you girls to know the Lord? If it 
has, would you be willing to write down 
in a few words just what it has done 
for you? We will take the first few 
minutes next week to read these papers.

The “Good” That Came of It.—But 
God, who is rich in mercy, for his great 
love wherewith he loved us (Eph. 2:4). 
Former missionary to China, Harold 
Hestekind, was cycling a few years ago 
down a street in Shanghai. His wife, 
on a bicycle, was a few feet behind him. 
Suddenly he heard her\cry, “Harold!” 
He looked back in time to see a huge 
bus bearing down upon her in the 
crowded street. The next moment the 
bus had thrown Mrs. Hestekind to the 
curb, which in turn knocked her back 
under the bus, between the front and 
back wheels. The whole thing hap- 
pened in a matter of seconds, yet Hes- 
tekind was conscious of praying, “O God, 
Stop those wheels!” And the vehicle 
stopped with the back wheels almost 
upon Mrs. Hestekind. Confusion reigned 
as coolies and policemen swarmed 
around, questioning, talking, and meas- 
uring the street. Mrs. Hestekind was 
rushed to a mission hospital. Promis- 
ing to appear at the police station later, 
Hestekind hurried after his injured wife. 
At the hospital he found that a head 
wound, received from the bump on the 
curb, had been dressed and his wife was 
resting.

My father, mother, brothers, and 
sisters are all, Christians, but I never 
before have seen the attraction. It is 
love! Today I want to give my heart 
to Christ!” The room was electrified.

When 
he was grown up, he asked for his share 
of his father’s property, and left home 
to spend his money as he pleased. He 
spent it on foolish things and sin, After 
it was gone, he took care of hogs for a 
man. How hungry he was! Oh, if he 
could only fill up on the husks the hogs 
had to eat! One day he thought of home. 
Why, there, even the hired men had all 
they could eat! And here he was starv- 
ing to death! He knew he had used up 
all his share of Father’s money and did 
not deserve any more. But, anyway, he 
would go back and tell Father he was 


sorry for the way he had acted, and per,

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For Primary Teachers

ODAY’S lesson appears under the 
caption, “The Grace of God.” We 
cannot emphasize strongly enough the 
necessity of teaching the doctrine of 
grace—or the teaching of any doctrine! 
—to Primary boys and girls. Remem- 
ber, Teacher, that the Prophet Isaiah 
said: “Whom shall he teach knowledge? 
and whom shall he make to understand 
doctrine? them that are weaned from 
the milk, and drawn from the breasts. 
For precept must be upon precept, pre- 
cept upon precept; line upon line, line 
upon line; here a little, and there a little” 
(28:9, 10). While telling the much loved 
lesson of the Prodigal Son, make sure 
that you take every occasion to empha- 
size the loving grace of the father. 
Before studying the story part of to- 
day’s lesson, do some research on the 
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Lesson for February 6 


doctrine of grace in the Word of God. 
If you have a Pilgrim Edition of the 
Bible (and we hope you have!) study 
the notes about grace on John 1:17 and 
Colossians 1:6. In the Scofield Refer- 
ence Bible there is a splendid long note 
on page 1115. So that you will be sure 
to have part of it, we quote: “Grace 
is ‘the kindness and love of God our 
Saviour toward man... not by works 
of righteousness which we have done’ 

(Tit. 3:4, 5). It is, therefore, constantly 
set in contrast to law, under which God 
demands righteousness from man, as, 
under grace, he gives righteousness to 
man (Rom, 3:21, 22; 8:4; Phil. 3:9). Law 
is connected with Moses and works; 
grace with Christ and faith (John 1:17; 
Rom. 10:4-10). Law blesses the good; 
grace saves the bad (Exod. 19:5; Eph. 
2:1-9). Law demands that blessings be 
earned; grace is a free gift (Deut, 28: 1-6; 
Eph. 2:8; Rom. 4:4, 5).” 

Someone has well defined grace as 
“Great Redemption at Christ’s Expense.” 

There is another aspect of grace which 
should certainly be brought into today’s 
lesson as it is applied to the personal 
lives of our children (and of us!). Based 
on 2 Peter 3:18, the note in the Scofield 
Reference Bible says, “. . . Grace is not 
only dispensationally a method of divine 
dealing in salvation , . . but is also the 
method of God in the believer's life and 
service. As saved, he is ‘not under the 
law, but under grace’ (Rom, 6:14). Hav- 
ing by grace brought the believer into 
the highest conceivable position (Eph. 
1:6), God ceaselessly works through 
grace, to impart to, and perfect in him, 
corresponding graces (John 15:4, 5; Gal. 
5:22, 23). Grace, therefore, stands con- 
nected with service (Rom. 12:6; .. . 
2 Tim. 2:1, 2; 1 Pet. 4:10); with Christian 
growth (2 Cor. 1:12; ... 1 Pet. 5:5, 10; 
2 Pet. 3:18. ..); and with giving (2 Cor. 
8:1, 6,7, 19; 9:14).” 

One teacher, when giving the lesson 
of the Prodigal Son, dressed up three 
clothespins, using the head of the 
clothespin for the face (drawn on in 
ink). The first pin was nicely dressed, 
representing the boy when he left home. 
The second was clad in rags, of course. 
The third clothespin was decked in a 
piece of satin, reminding the children 
of the lovely robe which he received 
from his father (which robe, by the 
way, was .of pure grace).

as early in the morning as possible was 
particularly advantageous, for more than 
one reason. This is gathering the manna 
before the heat of the day’s cares and 
activities make collecting difficult. I also 
realized that to repeat to someone the 
verse I had learned each day added to 
the enjoyment of memorizing, and to its 
effectiveness, too. 

It was with the other member of our 
household that I did this sharing. Soon 
she became eager to learn the verses 
herself. Now my wife and I have zest- 
ful moments each day as we quiz each 
other to see if we can repeat our Scrip- 
ture verses for a given period. 

In homes where there are children, it 
may easily be arranged so that all mem- 
bers of the family learn the same verse 
each day. Repeating it together just be- 
fore grace is said at mealtime is profit- 
able. If the children are old enough, one 
of them each week may be given the 
pleasant responsibility of choosing the 
verses for each of the seven days. Selec- 
tions should be confined to the Psalms, 
Proverbs, and the New Testament, if 
boys and girls and young people are to 
assist in this way. 

Faithful keeping of a record of these 
verses, and undeviating review of them 
is important, indeed imperative. 

My experience in memorizing Scrip- 
ture is proving mentally stimulating and 
spiritually profitable. As one who wishes 
to be “deep in the secrets of God,” I 
feel I am on my way to that blessed goal.

Visiting National Parks 
on the Way to 
Alaska's Inland Waterways 


HILE the high point in complete 

relaxation is the cruise in the In- 
land Waterways, with its scenes of ex- 
quisite beauty and grandeur on every 
hand, and the extremely interesting 
stopovers at the coastal towns to visit 
quaint shops and museums, there is the 
added attraction in the Christian Fel- 
lowship Tour of visiting national parks 
and important cities in the West. 

“ complete day will be spent in Salt 
Lake City, capital of Utah, where places 
of interest will be visited, including a 
trip to the Great Salt Lake, the shrunken 
remnant of what at one time, in the long, 
distant past, was a great basin of 19,000 
square miles of water. It still covers 
2,000 square miles, and has an average 
salt density of seventeen per cent, or 
about three and one-half times that of 
the ocean. 

Three days are spent in Bryce Canyon 
and Zion National Parks. Accommoda- 
tions have been reserved in the lux- 
urious Zion Lodge and Bryce Canyon 
Lodge. Bryce Canyon, named after 
Ebenezer Bryce, an early settler in the 
region, presents a great spectacle of 
brilliantly colored rock pinnacles which 
through the years have worn into fan- 
tastic shapes. Striking examples of 
erosion may be seen: over the entire 
36,010 acres. 

The fourteen-mile-long chasm in Zion 


National Park is one of the great sights - 


in America, and the formation called 
“The Great White Throne,” which rises 
2,500 feet above the valley, is vivid in 
color. 

The members of the Christian Fellow- 
ship Tour will travel in comfortable 
buses throughout the tour of the 
National Parks. Fifty miles west of 
Bryce is the Cedar Breaks National 
Monument, comprising a series of vast 
chasms cut into a high plateau. Cedar 
Breaks Lodge, at an elevation of 10,400 
feet, is a place of wild and lofty beauty, 
and it is here that the party will have 
dinner, prior to leaving aboard sleepers 
for Portland, Oreg. 

An entire day of traveling through 
Utah, Idaho, and Oregon, in air-condi- 
tioned cars of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
will open up to the tour party the mag- 
nificent scenes of the mountains, with 
vast grazing and farm lands. 

These days on board the trains give 
ample opportunity for members of the 
tour to get acquainted, in preparation 
for the more intimate fellowship when 
the party sets sail on the S.S. Chilcotin, 
“the luxury liner that will take the mem- 
bers of the tour into a veritable fairy- 
land of the Inside Passage. 

Other ‘places of interest are included, 
such as Portland; Oreg.; a drive along 
the Columbia River, with visits to 
Bonneville Dam and Multnomah Falls; 
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Seattle, Wash.; Victoria and Vancouver, 
B. C.; and Mt. Rainier. 

The tour starts from Chicago July 5, 
and ends at Chicago on July 29.

Upon what then are we to depend for 
Christian standing and progress? Paul 
shows us that it is the righteousness of 
Christ alone that matters, and that that 
righteousness is imputed to us, not be- 
cause we deserve it, but wholly as a 
matter of God’s grace when we yield 
ourselves to the Lord Jesus Christ and 
accept His righteousness (v. 9). It is 
His righteousness alone that is pleasing 
in God’s sight and which determines our 
standing before a holy and righteous

If we are to go forward with Christ, 
there must be a deeper desire to know 
Him (v. 10). This is not merely a de- 
sire to know more about Him, although 
that will be part of it. It is a desire 
really to know Him more intimately and 
deeply than we know any earthly friend, 
We get to know a person best by living 
with him. Therefore we must get ‘to 
know Christ by living with Him, mo- 
ment by moment and day by day, 
through the reading of His Word, 
through fellowshiping with Him in 
prayer, through speaking to Him and 
letting Him speak to us, and through 
seeking to do His will the moment we 
know it. We gét to know Christ better 
by permitting nothing in thought, word, 
or deed to come between Him and us. 
And if anything should come between, 
through carelessness, or willfulness, or 
stubbornness, our part is to come to 
Him as soon as we recognize what has 
occurred and ask His forgiveness and 
cleansing (1 John 1:9).

If we are to go forward with Christ 
this year, there must be a continuing 
and unaltering desire for and stretch- 
ing out toward the goal that God has for 
each.of us.

he could have 4 personal, face-to-face 
interview with the Lord Jesus Christ on 
some of these problems, he would gladly 
take advantage of it and listen intently 
to every word that Christ said. There- 
fore, in all our difficulties, let us come 
first and last to the Scriptures, which 
are inspired by the Holy Spirit. The 
greatest commentary on the hardening 
of Pharaoh’s heart is found in the New 
Testament, Romans 9:17, 18. It is the 


only explanation of the incident in the 
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New Testament. We ought not to con- 
clude from this passage that God hardens 
the heart of every man who is unsaved, 
but rather believe that He did so in 
the case of Pharach, who was a great 
ruler, for His own purposes. We some- 
times create our own difficulties by our 
lack of childlike faith in God as our 
Heavenly Father and the just and wise 
Ruler. We too often forget that He is 
the absolute Sovereign of this universe, 
“and he doeth according to his will in 
the army of heaven, and among the in- 
habitants of the earth: and none can 
stay his hand, or say unto him, What 
doest thou?” (Dan, 4:35.) We are some- 
times too ready to ask that last ques- 
tion as though God were responsible 
to us instead of our being responsible 
to Him. The whole ninth chapter of 
Romans gives us much light on the sov- 
ereignty of God.
